MPdERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE*  There  is  a  centre  in  Salcombe 
which  is  open  on  the  1st  and  3rd  ednesdays  in  each  month. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES  TREATMENT*  At  the  Venereal  Disease  Department, 
City  Hospital,  Plymouth.  Remade  in-patients  are  also  sent  to  St* 
Mary's  Home,  Exeter*  A  refund  of  rail  or  'bus  fare  can  be  made  in 
suitable  cases  by  applying  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Centre  or 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Treatment  is  also  available  from  a  certain  number  of  selected 
General  Medical  Practitioners  specially  approved ’for  the  purpose 
by  the  County  Council  and  Ministry  of  Health.  There  is  one  such 
Practitioner  in  Modbury  and  another  at  Kingsbridge.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWEPh.GE.  The  l8u'  sewer  from  the  top  of  Allenhayes 
Road  to  the  outfall  at  Chapel  End  which  was  started  last  year  has 
been  completed. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  A  weekly  colle-ction  of  refuse  in  all  parts  of 
the  district  has  been  carried  out.  The  refuse  is  tipped  in  a 
tidal  creek  and  nuisance  and  disfigurement  has  been  caused  by 
this  material  being  deposited  on  the  beaches.  *  The  problem  of 
satisfactorily  dealing  with  the  refuse  dump  has  been  ' 
under  consideration  by  the  Council  for  some  time,  and  t'he  advice 
of  a  Consulting  Engineer  has  been  obtained.  "In  my  opinion, 
these  present  conditions  should  be  improved  without  delay.

HOUSING.  5  permanent  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and 
a  further  8  houses  were  in  course  of  erection.'

I CE-CREAM .  21  samples  of  Ice-cream  were  taken  from  retailers  in 

the  district  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
for  bacteriological  exan ination.  All  the  results  were 
satisfactory. 

OYSTER  BEDS  IN'  THE  ESTUARY.  arrangements  have  been  completed  for 
the  laying  of  oyster  beds  in  the  estuary  at  Salcombe. 

SCHOOLS.  There  are  three  schools  in  the  district.  The  sanitary 
accommodation  at  tv.:o  of  the  schools  is  still  very  poor. 

During  the  year,  4  notices  were  received,  referring  to  22 
children  who  were  excluded  from  school  because  of  communicable 
disease  or  because  they  were  contacts.

PIS INFECTION .  Routine  disinfection  has  been  carried  out  after 

all  notified  cases  of  Infectious  Disease.
